He was taken into cus- 
tody at his boarding house in Penn’s 
Grove and brought here tobe arraigned 
before Magistrate Harris D. Smith. 

The detectives ‘who brought the pris- 
oner here told the Magistrate that they 
found in his rooms at Penn's Grove gun- 
cotton, both raw and treated nitro- 
glycerin, dynamite, black powder, and 
many letters written in French and Ger- 
man, Swoboda told the Magistrate that 
the explosives had been left in his room 
by fellow-boarders. Magistrate Smith 
held Swoboda in $1,000 bail. The letters 
found in his rooms are being translated 
tonight. 

The arrest. was made by Detective Jo- 
seph G. Henry of the du Pont forces. 
The complaint. before Magistrate’ Smith 
was made by Clarence J. Chapman, ém- 
ployed. in the du Pont works. 

Jie explosives “found, in  Swoboda's 
rooms were turned over to the chief 
chemist of the du Pont works, .who‘salé 
‘there was enough of the material to de- 
stfoy the whole du Pont works. 

* Major Sylvester, former Chief of Police 
of. Washington, D. C.,.head of the de- 
tective force guarding the plant, said 
tonight that even before the explosion 
of Nov. ‘30 he had received information 
which made him suspicious of the activi- 
ties of Swoboda. After the explosion 
he put several men on the trail of Swo- 
boda, who worked: in Mill No. 1 of-the 
big Penn’s Grove plant. 


Quit Work Suddenly. 


‘“Swoboda ‘carried on “his activities 
between Philadetphia and Penn’s 
Grove,” said Major Sylvester... ‘‘ We are 
tracing men who are said -to have 
worked with him. He went to work in 
the mill about Sept. 1. A few weeks 
ago, while we were watching him, the 
company issued an order that all em- 
playes must be photographed and their 
pictures placed on file with the com- 
pany. The’ day after this order was 
issued Swoboda quit work. He re- 
mained in. Penn’s Grove. He hung 
around employes and acted generally 
suspiciously. I can tell nothing more 
of the evidefice we gathered which led 
us to arrest him today.

A LOAN FROM SWISS 


It Is Desired to Relieve Exchange 
as the Mark Has Fallen to 
: Level of Franc. 


GENEVA, Dec. 15, (via Paris, Dec. 
16.)—Germany is reported to be attempt- 
ing to raise a loan in Switzerland in 
order to relieve exchange, as. the mark 
has fallen to a franc, the lowest figure 
since the war began, while exchange 
with Austria is fixed at 100 francs for 
140 crowns. ‘ 





BERLIN, Dec. 16, ‘by ‘Wireless to 
Tuckerton, N. J.)—‘‘ Berlin newspapers 
express satisfaction at the straightfor- 
ward exposition of financial affairs. by 
Dr. Karl Helfferich, Secretary of the 
Treasury, in his speech before’ the 
Reichstag," says the Overseas News 
Agency, “‘and at his refusal to hide 
the fact that the financial burden of the 
war was heavy in Germany, although 
not as burdensome as for her enemies. 
The press points out that Germany’s 
present wealth was accumulated = by 
hard work within -a. few decades, and 
that, therefore, she will be able to re- 
pair the damage inflicted by the war.

REPORTS FROM INDIA 
“ALARM THE CHINESE 


Hear of Uprisings, Made Possible 
by Smuggled Arms—Both 
Sides Threaten China. 


PEKING, Nov. 19, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—China is much 
disturbed by the rumors of serious up- 
risings’ in India. All the telegrams 
concerning the Indian troubles intimate 
that the disturbance is ‘the result of 
German activities, made possible 
through the smuggling of arms from 
China. 

English newspapers ‘charge the Chi- 
nese officials with negligence in not 
preventin Germans. -from_ exporting 
arms and ammunition, and intimate 
that the Chinese, are entirely too 
friendly with German agents. 

Dispatches from. Russia indicating that 
the Russian officials feel,that the activi- 
ties of German agents in China should be 
checked, and the suggestion that the En- 
tente Allies seize German concessions in 
China have been very disconcerting to 
the Chinese. Wherever they turn, Chi- 
nese Officials are met with velled threats. 
Europeans on both sides of the great war 
constantly remind the Chinese: of what 
will happen after the conflict is over in 
case they show any favoritism during the 
struggle. 

German newspapers insistently feature 
the German and: Turkish activities in 
Asia, and boast that the forces of Em- 
peror William will soon’ touch Chinese 
territory on the west. 

These papers also lay great stress on 
the. reports of unrest in.

The earth has brought forth its 
increase this year in a manner which 
the sreediest optimist would. - have 
been ashamed to ask for.. Never was 
there such ‘a fortunate combination 
of quantities and prices.. Where->the 
yield is short the price is high:, Where 
the price is low comparatively. the 
yield is superabundant. Naturally 
the total is above: all records, The 
crops which are the’ usual standard 
pass five billions—$5,568,773,000—for 
the first time, and other farm. prod- 
ucts, notably ‘cattle, bring the -total 
above ten billions.- Calculating in the 
manner of the cotton farmers; we all 
should have been; ruined, -by. such.’a 
calamitous abundance but. for.. the 
unprecedented demand on eccount of 
the war. As it is, we have saved 
others from calamity. , 

_Last year held the record for writes 
tor five principal crops, but ig ® peer 
second this year: ‘The only’ cordpari- 
son for 1915 is all other years, all 
the bests on record. Examination. in 
this manner brings out some notable 
contrasts. The largest crop of corn 
was in 1912, but 
$1,520,454,000, against $1,755,859,000 
this year. The calamitous abundance 
of cotton was raised in 1914, but: its 
value was $519,612,000, against $602,- 
893,000 this. year, although the yisld 
was almost 5,600,000 bales less. . And

‘previous. records of ‘all. ‘years, and 
$351,800,000 above 1914.- The record 
of 1914 was surpassingly great. The. 
record of 1915 is marvelous,’ perhaps 
‘the top for many years. We may see 
greater yields or better prices: for 
individudl crops soon dgain, but? it: 
would .bé immoderate to expect ah- 
other such combination of both. 

Nothing yet has been said about 
the breadth cultivated or the yield 
per acre, Potatoes and cotton alone 
among ledding crops are below a five- 
year average. Potatoes were a fail- 
ure, but the cotton yield was deliber- 
ately reduced. Farmers planted a 
record acreage of potatoes, but got 
61,500,000. bushels below the recerd, 
yet realized $22,000,000 more. than 
last year, since this year hardly, any~- 
thing “could go completely ‘wrong. 
This year the United States harvested 
over @ breadth more than the total 
area of France, Germany, Belgium, 
Holland, Denmark, and Switzerland, 
countries where intensive culture pre- 
vails,- which often are held up‘to the 
United States because their. acre, 
yields are better than ours. te 

It makes one dizay to think of ¢ our 
yields if we equaled their standard. 
That we have the capacity. to do 80 
there can* be no doubt. Thé con- 
clusion usually drawn that our farm- 
ers are stupid because they do not 
do so, and need paternal instruction 
in their business, is a rash conclusion. 
This is not a good year for philoso- 
phers to instruct’ the farmers. About 
now the wiseacres expected a short- 
age of food, and yet the United States 
cultivates only about 500,000,000 acres 
of a. possible '1,200,000,000;- The ca- 
pacity of production, thé’ value ‘of 
the product, the increase in: the value 
of the billion acres, the. possibility. of 
the population sustained, are a’ pretty 
sum-:to set the despondent. . Even so 
sound and conspicuous a publicist ‘as 
‘Mr. J. J. Hitt might revise his figures 
of 1909, when he foresaw that the 
United States must import wheat 
unless it stopped impoyerishing. the 
soil and brought the ‘yield’ up, to 
foreign practice. Or it may be that 


he was right, and that the improve-, 


ment: of practice accounts for what 
we are witnessing. 

It seems reasonable to suggest that 
there are more factors in the problem 
than. parlor farmers usually: inelude. 
Intensive farming may be.better.than 
machine farming, but it‘is plain ‘that 
cheapness. of labor favors intensive 
culturé elsewhere, and that the.Knack 
of machinery favors the American: 
method, even if the yield per acre 
suffers. Considering the relative cost 
of land and labor, and judging by 
results, American farmers seem ‘to 
be good judges of the best method 
for American conditions. : 

Another moral would seem to hang 
on this year’s crops. The “farttter 
ought not to be a mendicant, a. beg- 
gar for legislative favors and: dis- 
criminations over those who must ‘use 
the farmers’ products.. The: hysteria 
of the cotton planters and of: their 
political assistants against ruin by an 
excess of product is made something 
worse than. ridiculous by the fact that 
the help was not needed nor: justi- 
fied, and.that there was a™ better 
(way. Speculating in the crop with 
Federal funds and Treasury instruc- 
tion to local bankers should. never 
be repeated. —

Brig. Gen, McINTYRB; Chief of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs in the War 
Department, suggested to the Senate 
Committee on the Philippines Wednes- 
day three significant changes in the 
pending bill affecting the government 
of those.islands. General McINrrREe 
has lately made a tour of inspection 
in- the Philippines and. what he has}

picion of being partisan documents. 
He. protested first against the pro- 
hibition of plural marriages: As the 
bill. is; Ittended to be the. organic 
law “of the -jslands ‘under .

Polygamy is: illegal |° 


seems. needless. 
in the United States -and therefore 
could. not be tegally tolerated in any 
of its possessions. But. General Mc- 
INTYRD points out that polygamy is 
practiced among the Moros and inti- 
mates clearly that an attempt at this 
time to suppress it would be ineffec- 
tive. He suggests, ‘instead of the 
present provision, a mere paragraph 
providing that no law ‘shall. ever, be 
enacted’ ‘permitting plural marriages.

At the ninth annual exhibition of the 
National Society. of Craftsmen a new

tee and ‘the’ resourcés of the society. In 
the galleries of the’ National Arts Club, 
where. the exhibition is. now open, a 
small room has been set apart for the 
coherent placing of objecta appropriate 
to a-dining room.

O’Hara, for example, has’ far finer 
ceramics in other parts of the exhibition |p, 
galleries, but they are decidedly less 
impressive than this beautiful little 
service, showing ito the most casual 
glance how intimate and delightful are 
such works ° of. ‘the hand in household 
use.”

‘SMALL MEN ‘STRONGEST. 


Harvard ‘Tests Show That Great Size 
It Not Necessary Attribute: © 


Speciat to The New York Times, 

BOSTON, Mass.,. Dec, . 16.—The physi- 
cal’ giants whose strength Is judged to 
be as great as their stature aré pass- 
ing from the plane of recognition at 
Harvard, The athletic authorities have 
become convinced that mere ‘size in a 
man does not mean great strength, and 
the recent holders of the ** strongest 
Man” title at the university. “Bustain 
the theory, ,. 

George A. Percy of ‘ Arlington, the 
hockey star, who now holds the Har- 
vard honor of being the strongest man, 
weighs: only 160 pounds and ig about 
five feet ten inches tall.. The. former 
title holder, Albert J. Weatherhead, cap- 
tain of the wrestling team .and end on 
the football team, was less than 170 
pounds in weight and df about the same 
height; There are numbers of students 
at. Harvard much -taller.and: heavier 
than these two, but their strength does 
not conform to their stature. 

Percy’s title was clinched when he 
did: his remarkable . work :in. chinning 
and dipping. Both these feats are per- 
formed on the parallel bars. Chinning 
consists, in raising one’s body until the 
chin is level with the parallel bars, and 
dipping “48 the process ef lowering 
the” ‘body, ‘by. means of the arms and 
then raising, it to-its original position 
again. on thé, parallel... bars. Percy 
chinned. himself thirty-one times .and 
dipped sixty-one times, thereby~ regis- 
tering a neW record in these feats. His 
aggregate of 1,442.4: points was largely 
due to the strength in these two ex- 
ercises.

Willing to Sell and Retire 
‘from Baseball. 


Enets) F. Sinclair of. Gibbens, owner 
of the Newark club .of ‘the, Federal 
League, will be a big figure in the con- 


‘| ference which is to be held today be- 


tween the National, American, and Fed- 
eral Leagues. All vy “club owners of 
the National League will attend, and 
the American League representation wil! 
include President B, B. Johnson, Ben 
8. Minor of Washington, J. J. Lamlin 
of the Boston club, and Colonel Jacob 
Ruppert, part owner of the Yankees. 

Mr, Sinclair stated yesterday. that he 
had telegraphed Philip. Ball of St. 
Louis and Charles Weeghman of Chi- 
cago to be at the meeting today. These 
men, with President James A, Gilmore, 
will represent the Federal League. 

There was a rumor about the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria ‘yesterday that Harry N. 
Hempstead, the owner of ‘the Giants, 
was willing to sell the New York club 
to Mr. Sinclair. ' Mr. Hempstead stated 
that while he had received no definite 
offer for the club, he would sell it if 
the offer was alluring. .He admitted 
that he was open to proposals. It is 
stated by Mr. Hempstead’s friends that 
he estimates the New York club’s fran- 
chise as valued at $2,000,000.°.The sur- 
prise of today’s peace conference, it was 
rumored among the club owners last 
night, will be the offer of Mr, Sinclair 
for the New York franchise. Manager 
John J. McGraw of the Giants, who has 
been ill with grip, was at the Waldorf 
yesterday and stated that he knew noth- 
ing about the proposed sale of the club. 
Manager McGraw has his eyes open for 
baseball business, however, and if the 
culb owners of the three leagues come to 
an agreement today McGraw will make a 
bid for Benny Kauff, the leading hitter 
and base runner of the Federal League, 
Who now belongs to the Brooklyn Fed- 
eral League ‘club. 

Kauff was signed by the Giants last 
Summer ‘when the Boston Braves were 
playing at the Polo Grounds. He’ donned 
a Giant uniform, but the Boston club 
refused to play the game with Kauff 
in the line-up. This action by the Bos- 
ton club was taken on the suggestion 
of President John K. Tener of the Na- 
tional League. 

At-it was against the terms of the 
National Commission to play an outlaw 
player, the Giants had to release Kauff, 
but now that peace is in sight, McGraw 
is willing to take the star outfielder for 
the Giants. He now has an understand- 
ing with Kauff, and if peace is declared 
today, Kauff is expected to sign with 
the New York Club. 

Kauff would be a big help to the 
Giants. Next season it is expected that 
George Burns will have fully recovered 
from the injury which interfered with 
his base running and batting last sea- 
son, With Burns and Kauff in the out- 
field and a new outfielder whom Mc- 
Graw has in mind, it is believed that 
the New York Club next season will 
have a hard-hitting outfield such as the 
Giants. have been. famous: for in years 
past. 

Another new angie of the peace rie- 
gotiations came to light last night, when 
it was learned that on account of the 
loyalty ,of the International League in 
sticking to organized ball when the in- 
vasion of the Federal League had al- 
most wrecked the circuit, President B. 
B. Johnson decided that the Interna- 
tional and other minor. leagues should 
get some consideration in the present 
peace proporals. 

It is the idea of the club owners of 
organized baseball to have the Interna- 
tional League take over two or three of 
the clubs on the Federal League circuit 
and make this “Class AA League the 
strongest of the minor league onpaaian 
tions. 

Several National League club owners 
met at the Waldorf yesterday and dis- 
cussed the peace terms in an informal 
way. It was significant that Harry F. 
Sinclair had a long conference with 
August Herrmann of Cincinnati, James 
E. Gaffney of the Boston Club, and 
William F. Baker, the owner of the 
Philadelphia Club. Mr. Sinclair also 
talked with Mr. Hempstead of the New 
York Club. ‘ 

After this conference Mr. Sinclair 
stated that the agreement for peace be- 
tween the*two- major leagues ‘and’ the 
Federal League had not yet taken on a 
tangible form. He did state, however, 
that when the owners of the three 
leagues got together today Philip Ball 
of St. Louis, Charles Weeghman of Chi- 
cago, and James A, Gilmore would: be 
present and insist that every. ‘Federal 
League player should be taken. care of, 

Baseball men greted this bit of news 
with somé alarm, because they’Belleve 
that it will mean that several of the 
Players nowsigned with the Na 


dropped to make room for the players 
under contract with the Federal League. 

The question of contract. jumpers, it 
is believed; will be laid aside, and all 
the independent leaguers will have to 
be taken into organized ball on an equal 
footing withthe players now under 
contract with organized baseball. :

TO RESTORE FED'S PLAYERS. 


David L. -Fultz. Points Out What 
Should Be Done with Jumpers. 


' President David LU. ‘Pultz of the Base- 
ball Players’ Fraternity tssued the fol- 
lowing statement last night. in relation 
tothe ‘status of the players: who have 
deserted organized baseball to join the 
Federal League when peace terms are 
signed by, the three leagues. concerned: 

“Should the. peace negotiations now 
reported te be taking place between 
organized ball and the Federal League 
prove successful, there’ will,. of course, 
be. @ provision restoring all. players who 
have gone to the Feds to their original 
status in organized ball. Any other set- 
tlement would be grossly illogical ‘and 
unfair to the players. 

“ Provision will doubtless also be 
made for carrying out thé long term 
contracts signed by players with both 
organized ball andthe Federal League. 
No declaration of peace by the mag- 
natés: can in any way affect the validity 
of these contracts. All. adjustments 
should be made subject to these obliga- 
tions. Otherwise magnates who ‘buy 
interests in clubs may find later that 
they fiave assumed obligations of which 
they were unaware at the time of the 

on. °° ca 

* There are also players both in or- 
ganized ball and the Federal League 
who have not @g¢t received their entire 
salaries for 1915: These obligations, too, 
should ‘be takéen into cdnsideration in 
any adjustment. 

“Should -peace be declared it would 
result in automatically. restoring to full 
membership in the Baseball Playera’ Fra- 
ternity all Federal League players who 
were members before going to the Fed- 
eral League. While the fraternity is 
not obligated by ‘its bylaws to protect 
players’ contracts made when they were 
not-active members of the organization, 
yet it will be glad to use its best en- 
deavors to see that the legal rights of 
the Federal Leaguers, as well as those 
of the organized ball player, are re- 
spected.”’

BERND, Switzerland, Déc,..16, (via 
Paris.)—Camille de Coppet was today 
elected President of the Swiss Republic 
and Edmund Schulthess Vice President. 
M. de Goppet is a former Minister of 
Justice and the present Vice President 
of the fepublic, 

The élections were jreld at a special 
session of the National Assembly this 
morning in which the upper and lower 
branches of Parliament jointly partici- 
pated. 

The American Minister to Switzérland, 
Pieasant.A. Stovall, 
Americans occupied seats in thé diplo- 
tmatic gallery. Thé ceremony was brief, 
resembling @ joint session of the Amer- 
ican Congress to. coufit the electoral 


vote for President of the eng States. 

M. de Coppet comes from a. French 
canton. His predecessor, Dr. Giuseppe 
Motta, came gp eo an Italian canton, 
while Dr. Motta’s predecessor was 
a German canton, thus makin; 
succession. of Présidents 
French, Italian, and German elements 
in the community 

Following his "itection M. de Coppet 
recéived The Associated Press corre- 
spondent in his present ome of Secre- 
tary of War, which he bees it con: 
junction with that of Vice Pr Re of 
the republic. He expressed satisfaction 
with the result of the election and re- 
ferred to the simplicity of Swiss elec- 
tions as comipared with thé extensive 
preparations for the campaigns for thse 
election of executives in thé United 
States. 

“The interests of the United States 
and Switzerland,’’ said M. de Copper, 
“aré much the same We. both bélong 
to republics with the same’ 2 pong and as- 
pirations, the same form of government, 
and. just now the samé international 
policy of remaining strictly neutral in 
the resent war. 

Owever, America views the conflict 
from a distance, whereas our geograph- 
ical. position miakes neutrality a very 
sérious question with thé fighting ele- 
ments 1 around us—Austrla on the 
east, Germahy on the north, France on 
the west, and Italy on the south, a@ com+ 
plete circle of bélligerent frontiers.
